Both were 
running at full speed. 


The collision occurred on a sharp curve 


and in a cut where neither crew were 
able to Bee the other train approacluug.

buet forth and it ia believed that two or 
three persons were killed outright, the 
others having heea pinned down and 
slowly roasted to (kali). 


Thirteen were burned and their black- 


ened trunks taken from the wreck. 


Nine people are seriously injured. 
Two poetal carB, filled with thrmieh 


mail, one express car and three freight 
cars were consumed by fire. 


This afternoon $50,000 iu silver brick 


was taken from beneath tho masses of 
iron and cinders. Some of the silver 
had melted.

A temporary track haa been built 


around the wreck and travel partially 
resumed- 
Tho wreck waa a terrible one, and 


with the exception of throe rallnun 
cars the passenger train wan a ahapekeB 


As soon as tho people of Shreve heard 


of the wreck many of them hastened to 
the scene with local physicians and tried 
to extinguish the flames find reficoe the 
nnfoitonates in the day coachea. Ihe 
lire had gained too great headway, bow- 
ever, and little could be done. 
Those that perished 
were pinned 


down by timbers and people outside had 
to atand back while the helpless victims 
burned slowly to death. 
The fireman of the freight tram had a 


horrible death, as he was caught in hia 
cab and hie fr.Khtftilly burned body 
dangled in tho air in view of tho hun- 
dred.} who visited the scene, the wreck- 
ers being unable to get at it becanse of 
the heat.

A Guarantee That the Enterprise Will 


Never Be Controlled by the 


Southern Pacific. 


Business men of this city interested iu 


the building of a railroad from Fresno to 
Monterey held a meeting in the Hughes 
hotel parlors last night for the purpose 
of hearing an address by H. A. Greene 
of; tho bank of Monterey, and of taking 
furtber steps towards incorporating a 
company to build the projected road. 


L. L. Cory acted aa chairman mid II. 


M. Maxwell BB secretary. 


Mr. Greene explained the valuable 


concessions that had been made to the 
road. Tito city trustees of Monterey had 
voted to give the proposed railway com- 
pany the freo use of the water (rout of 
Monterey for the period ol fifty years. 
Tho proportion o! stock allotted to Ban 
Ilenito and Monterey counties had been 
already taken by those ccunties and 
Fresno was yet to he heard from. 


The speaker 
impressed 
upon the 


minds of hia huarers tho fact that only 
10 per cent ol the etock would bo re- 
quired to be paid up and this 10 per 
cent would ho due aa soon as the com- 
pany waa incorporated; all the money 
required for building the road would he 
raieed by subscription and by the role 
of bonde. 
Mr. Greene informed the meeting also 


that a company, not tho Southern Pa- 
cific, had expressed its intention of mak- 
ing an oiler to build the road should that 
prove agrees!)!.1* to the stockholdera. It 
had bean decided that San Benilo and 
Monterey counties would be entitled to 
two directors and Fresno to three, and 
that tho block be jiooled or eome other 
means ^aken to prevent the Southern 
Pacific companv from getting control of 
the road at any time, the intention 
being to maintain it always as a compet- 
ing line. 
A gentleman from Ban Franciaco who 


had bo. n over the proposed line of road, 
had boon informed that if tlie rightof way 
were secured and tho survey «nd esti- 
mates made, European capitalists would 
take the bonds at 05 cents on tha dollar 
before eveu any of the road had boon 
built at all, and as the road was buildinn 
they would pay in installinonta of $00,000 
and" $100,000. 
Mr. Greeiio said alao that he would bo 


auie to aecuro a cttsli bonus of $10,000 
each from Monterey and San Benito 
counties. 
CralgSe Sharp mentioned that a gentle- 


men recently from London told him that 
money wan almost begging borrowers in 
London at -!.f o' 1 per cent per annum, 
and that at a reasonable rate of iulereel 
any amount of railroad bpnda could be 
oaei.y floated at par, provided that tho 
bonds should bo insured in nn insurance 
company so ae lo guarantee that tho in 
lereBl would be paid annually.

Hon. B. Foeter.Stone o! Ohio on Prohi- 
bition'principles. 


B. H. Hoag presided over tho meeting

Mr. Stone began by relating bow be

The Si eakor referred to the charge 


made in tbe northern states tbat tbe 
Prohibitionists are employed by the 
Democrats and tbat tbe Democrats are 
paying all their expenses, while in tbe 
southern states the charge is made that 
the prohibitionists are a side show of 
the Republican party. 


The Democratic party hflB pleaded 


;uilty to tbe charge that they aro in 
Bvor of tbe liquor traffic and it would be 
a waste of breath and time to speak 
abou'< the attitude of tho Democratic 
party on the question of prohibition. 
Bat the Republican party has declined to 
plead guilty and has asked for a trial, 
and that is the reason why the Prohibi- 
tionists are now engaged in trying tbe 
Republican party on this charge, and all 
the evidence thus far presented has 
shown that tho Republican party is 
equally guilty. 


The supreme court of the "United States 


line decided that there ia no inherent 
right on the part of any citizen to sell 
intoxicating liquore by retail and that it 
is not the right ol a cttizeii of a state or 
of tbo Uuitej. B tut IB. 


That decision was rendered in the case 


of the People of California against Chris- 
tian eon. In another caso tbe supreme 
court of the United States decided that 
no legislatura has tbe rigbt to barter 
away the public health or the public 
morals. 


The United States supreme court say 


also "statistics of every state Bhow a 
•renter nmount of crime and misery duo 
.o tbe use of ardent spirits obtained 
'roiii these retail liquor saloons than to 
joy other source." 
Mr, Stoco reviewed the liquor legiala- 


,ion of Pennsylvania In 1889 when a con- 
stitutional amendment was submitted to 
the people, and when the Democratic ' 
parly aud papers and tho Republican 
narty and pa; ors opposed the amend- 
ment. When the day of election came

It is said all over tho country that if 
on close up the saloons, distilleries and 
Breweries you will injure the commercial 
luainoaa of the country. That is true 
ron will hurt the business of the i*am- 
jlors, tho prostitutes, the pool-rollers, 
,he penitentiaries, the jails and the 
criminal conrtft. But the saloon busi- 
ness ia no mere a business than is 
cholera.'tho smallpox or tho yellow fever. 
Men would be A thousand times better 
off if they would po into tbe saloons and 
ay ten cents on tbe connter and take 
nothing for it. It would make every 
saloon-keeper a mendicant in a very 
short time, 


Tho saloon, the brewery and the dis- 


tillery do not add any real valufl to tho 
community. Tbe money invested in that 
;msineBS if put into vineyards and or- 
chards and manufactories and ranches 
would be of real value to tho country. 
But some one will say, "What will tbe 
rmrkeepers and the distillery employes 
do?" Let them go to work building 
railroads or peeling bark and it will he 
better for themselves and for the com- 
munity. 


We cannot enforce prohibition in this 


country with Democratic and Republi- 
can sheriffs, constables and policemen. 
To do that we mast have Prohibi ion 
sheriffs and constables and policemen to 
enforce the law. 


The attitude of the Prohibition party 


witli reference to theKOvernmontal own- 
ership and control of tho railroads and 
elegraphe of (he ccuutry was thon ex- 
ilflined.

Even tbe Barne variety of 
ruit from different localities varies in 
tensity.

;be labor ol patting up tbe ex:dibits is 
great, Tbe JOBS would be heavy should 
he fruit not k<tep. 


William F. JJrugraan, a Loa Angele-B 
bemiet, bas devoted mucb study to tbia 
question. Ho yesterday made tbe follow- 
ngBtateinent to me : 


I have exp rimented for several 


months, trying all the known preocrva- 
iv-es(aud have found them all unBatis- 
actory. Tbe sulphurous acid preserva- 
ive eeoros to be thJ one generally used, 
but I foar it will not carry out its preeent 
promiee, for, although the fruit keeps ita 
orro, yet it becomes soft, and will surely 
disintegrate during transportation to Chi- 
cago. Another eerioua defect is tbat the 
fruit will be bleached white, or nearly BO. 
I have discovered that If the fruit is itn- 
moreod for twenty-four hours in a solu- 
tion of two ouneos of alum to a gallon of 
water, to which enough glycerine ban 
beuu addud to make a density of Hay S 
d igrees, and then transferred to the final 
solution, tbe fruit retains its Qrmnebs 
and will keep much better, 
This solu- 


tion can be ueed repeatedly. I have 
come to the conclusion that araenic is the 
best preservative, and the following mix- 
ture h&B given wood results : Water 1 
gal., alnm 1 on , salt 2 02.,saltpeter 2oz., 
pure arsenic 1 to H o?..

ganic in hot water.
